In 1775 he became the 
first postmaster general of the 
United States, being appointed by 
the American Congress. From 
these early days Mrs. MacLaren 
traced the growth of the American 
postal system to its present im- 
pressive magnitude, telling of the 
imauguration of rural free deliv- 
ery in the early nineties and the 
parcels post system in 1913—and 
mow the air mail.
